Czech Visitors. 


I am interested to see that the famous 
Czechoslovak football team, Sparta, is 
coming to Dublin next month to meet the 
Bohemians.*’ Soccer football has gained a 
great hold on Central Europe, where there 
are some really first-class teams. The 
Viennese team which was in England some 
time ago was surprisingly good, and there 
are some excellent combinations in Prague 
and Budapest. The Sparta team is among 
the best on the Continent.

The 
result was that the Czechoslovaks were 
attacked violently. The whole locakipolice 
force had to turn out to save the visitors 
from the wrath of the crowd, which 
objected strongly to the visitors’ superiority 
on the field; and the wretched referee was 
lucky to escape with his life. Tht Czecho- 
slovaks are good sportsmen, and I can 
assure them in advance that, whether they 
win or lose at Dalymount Park, they will 
be received in Dublin as friends. No 
" victory w&s more popular at last August’s

family has had an interesting history.. 


His great-aunt married a brother of Father 
Mathew, the great temperance reformer. 
One of their children became Lord Justice 
- Mathew—born at Bordeaux just one 
hundred years ago—who was the maternal 
grandfather of Mr. James Dillon, T.D. 
Lady (Elizabeth) Mathew, his widow, died 
only last September at the age, of 97. Dr. 
Hackett’s wife is the onl child of the late 
Mr. George Brown, DL. pi Killiney, one 
of the last survivors of the ‘‘ Moderate 
Home Rule ' Party of the 1874-1880 Par- 
liament, which was ousted by the more 
“forward” methods of Parnell and 
Biggar. Like his brother, Mr. Francis 
Hackett, the well-known writer and author 
of a brilliant life of Henry VIII., Dr. 
Hackett is a very well-read man, with a 
_ keen taste in literature. I hope that he 
will lose no time in the writing of his 
memoirs, which would cover one of the 
most interesting periods of Irish history.

Though Star of Italy, the winner of the 
Viceroy’s Cup, the big race run at Cal- 
cutta on Boxing Day, was bred by Sir 
Victor Sassoon in England, the dam and 
sire of this performer are Irish-bred. A 
remarkable thing about them is that they 
were both bred within a stone’s throw of 
each other. Star of Italy is by Caligula 
out of Star Belle. Caligula, the sire, is 
by The Tetrarch from Snoot, and was bred 
hy Mr. J. J. Maher at the Confey Stud, 
Leixlip, while Star Belle, the dam of Star 
of Italy, was got by Sunstar from Butter- 
fly Belle, the property of Mr. Ernest 
Bellaney, at Lucan. This mare was pur- 
chased by Sir Victor Sassoon, and Cali- 
guia was also his property at one time 
before that sire was purchased by the 
German Government. This year’s Viceroy’s 
Cup, the great race of the East, therefore 
may be regarded as a triumph for Ireland.

of Mars is very small at present, but his 


intrinsic brightness is much superior to 
that of Saturn. The greater visibility of 
the latter is due to his much superior size, 
aided by the wide spread of his rings. 
The angular diameter of Mars at present 
is only 4 seconds of arc; that of Saturn, 
without the rings, is over 14, 


JUPITER AND SATURN. 


Jupiter rises before midnight at the end 
of January, and his satellites and their 
changes, and the changing belts and spots 
on his globe, may be watched during the 
early morning hours. Eminent astronomers 
are so busy nowadays observing and dis- 
cussin the stellar Universe, and 
wrangling over the intricacies of the 
Theory of Relativity, that they seem to 
have no time even to glance at the planets 
and their problems. Sir James Jeans, in 
his latest k, only gives the most cur- 
sory notice to Jupiter and Saturn; and 
the ordinary reader would gather from his 
remarks that these planets are frozen 
wastes, with a temperature many hun- 
dreds of degrees below zero. There is, of 
course, no doubt that the outside of the 
atmospheric envelope of both, and also 
that of Uranus and Neptune, is of an 
extreme d of cold—but so is that of 
the Earth. It would, however, be very 
misleading to the inhabitants of Mars if 
a Martian Sir James Jeans measured the 
temperature of the Earth’s outside atmo- 
sphere, and, finding it to be many scores 
of degrees below zero, as it pretty cer- 
tainly would be, gave out that the planet 
Earth must be a frozen wilderness. The 
fact is that, from the very principles fol- 
lowed by Sir James in arguing about the 
condition of the intcrior of the stars, it 
follows, beyond dispute, that the interiors 
of the great planets must be very hot. 
We know that the interior of the Earth is 
very hot. A fortiori the interior of Jupite 
and Saturn must be far hotter; for, the 
bigger the mass, the longer it takes to 
me According to the latest verdict of 
Sir James himself, the whole Solar System 
is about the same age, and therefore has 
been at the job of cooling for about the 
same time. 

The supposed absence of oxygen on 
Venus belongs to the same category of 
hasty and ill-digested conclusions. That 
none can be detected in the outer 
envelopes of Venus proves nothing. 
As a matter of fact, it would be a physical 
impossibility for oxygen to be absent in 
any planetary atmosghere. It is one of 
the most abundant cf the elements, and, 
if Venus has the same cosmical history as 
the Earth and the other planets, which 
can hardly be questioned, then oxygen 
must be equally abundant in Venus. If in 
the solid globe, it can hardly be absent from 
the atmosphere. It is a consequence of 
this pre-occupation of the “ big noises ”’ 
with stellar astronomy and mathematical 
subtleties that notable discoveries are 
sometimes missed by them, and fall to the 
lot of mere amateurs. Mathematics are a 
mighty force, but there are things which 
they cannot do; and one of these things 
is to make a sum come right whose data 
have been taken down wrong. 


THE MOON. 

Last Quarter on the 8th, at 9.36 p.m. 

New Moon on the 15th, at 1.57 p.m. 

First Quarter on the 22nd, at 11.50 a.m. 
‘Full Moon on the 30th, at 4.51 p.m. 

There will be a very small partial 
eclipse of the Moon on January 20th. 
Technicall the eclipse is “ partly visible’ 
in Ireland, but in fact its visibility is 
rather doubtful. The part of the Moon 
eclipsed is only little more than a tenth 
of her diameter. The middle of the eclipse 
occurs at 4.43 p.m., which is precisely the 
time of moonrise at Greenwich; but in 
Ireland the Moon rises from 25 to 40 
minutes later, and, as the eclipse ends at 
5.24, little of it will be seen from any part 
of this country. The extreme North-East 
will have the best chance, since the Moon 
will be in rather high Northern Declina- 
tion, and will, therefore, rise earlier by 
local time than she does at Greenwich. 
Probably all that will be seen in this 
country will be a slight smudge on the 
Moon’s southern edge when she rises. The 
eclipse is the forerunner of a Total Eclipse 
of the Sun on the 14th of February. e 
track of totality is, unfortunately, almost 
entirely confined to the Pacific Ocean, 
Borneo, and a few small islands, being 
the only land visited. 

The Moon will be in conjunction with 
Jupiter on the 9th, with Mars on the 
16th at 1. p.m., and Saturn «an hour 
later ; with Venus on the 77th. ‘The con- 
junctions with Mars and Saturn will be 
close, and the Moon will be a slender 
crescent two days’ old. The evening sk 
on the 16th and 17th will be wort 
watching, for a glimpse of the fine 
crescent, and the two neighbouring 
lanets ; and Venus will be very close by. 
aturn and Mars will take some seeing, 
but the ever handy binoculars will be a 
great help. 
THE SUN. ae 

On January 2nd the Earth is in 
Perihelion, or at her least distance from 
the Sun, of 91,344,000 miles. Paradoxi-

TRADE RECOVERY. 


The past year has seen a steady im- 
provement in trade in Northern Ireland 
not only in the main industries—ship- 
building, agriculture and linen manu. 
facturing—but in a large number of minor 
industries. A year ago there were no ships 
under construction in the Belfast ship- 
yards. Now there are nine vessels on order, 
and the number of men employed in the 
shipyards will soon reach 9,000, compared 
with about 2,000 a year ago. A few more 
orders for ships are expected within the 
next couple of months, which will still 
further help to fill the two dozen building 
berths in the shipyards. The linen industry 
has shown steady progress, helped by the 
departure of Great Britain from the gold 
standard, the favourable foreign ex- 
changes, and the duties imposed on linen 
imports into Great Britain. Fully forty 
per cent. of the linen output now goes to 
Great Britain, which is a protected market. 
Of the remaining sixty per cent., half goes 
to the United States of America, which is 
the largest export market for linen~goods. 
An improvement in trading conditions in 
America, which appears to be developing, 
should further assist: the linen trade. The 
Dominion and South American linen 
markets are also taking more linen goods 
than a year ago. Belfast has the largest 
ropeworks in the world, and this year 
between 200 and 300 extra employés were 
engaged. An improvement in the shipping 
industry would lead to a greater demand 
for larger ropes. Belfast tobacco and 
cigarette manufacturing firms also had a 
good year, and, with the elimination of 
coupon competition, the outlook for the 
coming year is even more satisfactory. 
Belfast tobacco and cigarettes enjoy a 
large sale in Great Britain and the 
Dominions. Belfast has several large 
engineering establishments, and these have 
shared in the revival of industrial activity. 
Some of these, like the “ Sirocco’’ works, 
obtain orders from Great Britain and all 
over the world for fans, mechanical, draft 
and patent grit-collecting machmery, and 
tea plants. The removal of prohibition 
in America is also likely to improve the 
demand for the products of numerous dis- 
tilleries in Belfast and the North of 
Ireland. i

at opposite points on the same great circle 
of the meridian. The brightest star in the 
Southern hemisphere and the brightest in 
the Northern are thus, by a curious 
coincidence, counterparts to each other. 
Other bright stars in sight are Betelgeuse 
and Rigel in Orion, Procyon in Canis 
Minor, Capella in Auriga, Aldebaran in 
Taurus, Castor and Pollux in Gemini, 
Regulus in Leo. Away to the N.N.W. is 
Deneb, in Cygnus; and just risen in the 
N.E., Arcturus, in Boétes. Eleven out of 
the fifteen first magnitude stars visible in 
the Northern Hemisphere are at this time 
above our horizon. Sirius and Procyon 
are among the nearest of the bright stars 
to us. Rigel is one of the most distant. 
The Milky Way extends from the 8.W. 
horizon, near Canis Major, over the hes’ 
of Orion, through Auriga, Perseus and 
Cassiopeia, to where Deneb shines low in 
the N.N.W. The stars about where it 
rises above the 8.W. belong to the con- 
stellation of Argo Navis, the greater part 
of which never rises above our horizon. 


METEORS. 

The great meteoric shower of October 
Sth was well observed on the Continent, 
especially in France, where the sky was 
almost universally clear. It was observed 
all over Europe, wherever the weather was 
favourable, and as far West as the Azores. 
America missed it, the shower being over 
before the Sun set in the New World. 
Ireland and France were the most 
favoured localities, England, unfortunately, 
having mostly cloudy skies. The results of 
the observations of the radiant point, as 
obtained by numerous French astronomers, 
agree exactly with those obtained 
Armagh.

GREATER BELFAST.

The announcement that the Belfast 
Corporation, in the new year, will take 
steps to secure an extension of the city 
boundary has occasioned considerable inte- 
rest in the North. It has been felt for 
some time that much-aeeded employment 
in the building trades would made 
available if the boundary were extended 
and large tracts of building land just out- 
side the city boundary were nal avail- 
able for housing schemes. Unless the 
municipal services—water, gas, electricity 
and sewerage—are available it is not pos- 
sible to enter upon building operations on 
a latge scale, and the present boundary is 
really hampering the natural expansion 


| of the city. At the same time there is no 
| desire that the area of Belfast should be 


extended to absorb adjoining urban dis- 
tricts, such as Holywood, Carrickfergus or 
Lisburn ; but a much larger area could be 
to Belfast without encroaching 
upon these urban districts. As soon as 
the present improvement in trade further 
develops, the movement to extend the city 
boundary will be taken up with enthu- 
siasm. At the moment, the Corporation is 
handicapped by the necessity for providing 
relief for the unemployed. When the posi- 
tion of the Government in regard to this 
matter is clarified it may be found more 
desirable to proceed with necessary work, 
such as road-making, gas mains, electri- 
city and water expansion to the enlarged 
area outside the present city boundary, 
than to spend money upon relief for 
which there is no return. 


ULSTER T.T. RACE. 


The Ulster Tourist Trophy Race pro- 
moted by the Royal Automobile Club is 
expected to take a different form this year 
from that which is so ,amiliar to northern 
and Free State motoring enthusiasts. After 
the last race in September the opinion 
was expressed that manufacturers would 
welcome a race of a different character, 
as it was believed that all the information 
useful in the construction of the modern 
chassis had already been obtained. A 
twenty-four-hour event was suggested as 
most likely to provide data from the point 
of view of trustworthiness. There are, how- 
ever, difficulties in holding a road race for 
twenty-four hours, and such an event is 
not likely to be popular with spectators. 
The authorities are not likely to look 
kindly upon an event of this nature, as 
it would close the road to the public for 
too long a period. It is understood that 
the officials of the R.A.C. have decided 
not to embark upon a twenty-four-hour 
race, or even a twelve-hour event. The 
views of competitors, manufacturers and 
others interested are being taken to decide 
whether the race should be extended from 
six ' eight hours or whether two separate 
races of three hours each should be run.

EVIDENCE FROM OFFICIALS. 


William D. Walsh, who said he was 
employed in Commandant Cronin’s office 
at 23 St. Stephen’s Creen, gave evidence 
regarding the press in which it has been 
alleged that ammunition was found. On 
the day bf the raid he was sick. He had 
been absent from the office from mid- 
day on Tuesday—the raid was on a Thurs- 
day. Commandant Cronin’s personal file, 
proceeded witness, was in the top left- 
hand corner. There was no space between 
the file and the wall. It was imposs¢ble 
for a parcel to be between any of the files* 
He sent the key of the press to Mr. Cooke 
the day before the raid. Ail . 

To Mr. P. J. McEnery—He did not lock 
the press when he left on Tuesday, as he 
expected to return. He was the sole 
custodian of the key of this press. 

James Cooke, a general clerk and typist 
in Commandant Cronin’s: office, told of 
receiving the key of the press on the day 
previous to the raid from Captain Walsh's 
wife. He locked the press that night, 
and on the day of the raid had occasion 
to refer to the files on two occasions—at 
9.40 o'clock and, 10.20 o'clock, He did 
not. see any brown paper parcel on the 
top shelf on his last visit ‘to the shelf, 
and it could not have been there or he 
would have seen it. 

Replying to Mr. Geoghegan, he stated 
that he could not say definitely how many 
persons called to the office that morning. 
As far as he was aware, two persons called 
while the detectives were on the premises.

opportunity of ceasing membership.”” Did 
you write that ?—Yes. 

This was in reference to the: banning of 
the Young Ireland Association ?—Yes. 

Did you get that information from the 
official source?—In the first place, that 
was my own speculation, because that has 
been the practice on every occasion on 
which organisations were banned since the 
Act was passed. I took steps to confirm 


_ it afterwards from official sources, 


Before this article was published ?—Yes, 
before it was submitted to the editor. 

You took steps in official sources ?—I 
asked official sources if I would be right 
in assuming that. I was told I could do 
it, and that this was so. 

What were the official sources you got 
that information from?—-I am afraid I 
cannot answer that question, I claim 
privilege. | : 

President of the Court—I think you 
cannot claim to be privileged in a case like 
that. 

Mr. Dennigan—I do not wish to be con- 
temptuous. I cannot give the name of the 
source to the Court without the per- 
mission of the source and my editor. 

President—Well, there is a very definite 
line of action if you refuse.

President—Well, I must warn you, and 


give you an opportunity of consulting the 


source of your information and handing 
it into Court. . It will not go beyond the 
Court. | 
. Mr. Dennigan—I am afraid, Mr. Presi- 
dent, that I have not got permission. 
__ President—The question of permission 
does not arise. We will give you an 
opportunity of ringing up your editor and 
telling him the position, - 

The Court then adjourned for a time. 


“ GUILTY OF CONTEMPT.” 


On resuming, the President asked Mr. 
Dennigan if he had sought advice on the 
matter, and he replied that he had 
teiephoned to his editor, who agreed with 
him that it would be a breach of confidence 
to give the information to aftybody. 

President—You explained to him fully 
what we said’—yYes, I did.

REPLY FOR THE STATE. 


Mr. McEnery said that ‘the speech’ of 
counsel for the defence was more read 
of Mr. Geoghegan than a serious attempt 
to meet the charges laid at the door of 
Commandant Cronin, The crime of sedition 


-Was one of the most serious crimes known to 


the law, and only falling short of high 
treason itself. Mr. Casey was false in sug- 
gesting iat the only crime of sedition was 
stirring up the people to riot and. tumult. 
Any deed or act which tended to bring the 
Government or its institutions into disrepute 
was seditious in its nature. Mr. McEnery 
went on to quote high legal opinions re- 
garding the crime of sedition, and said that 
to say, as Commandant Cronin had said 
in 23 Stephen’s Green and in that Court 
that corrupt police officials were administer- 
ing the affairs in the country was a reflection 
on the Government of the.country. Whether 
the police were called gangsters, as they were 
called in this case, or whether ammunition 
was planked, it was a crime, and the person 
responsible must be punished for that crime. 

The charges, ‘continued counsel, were very 
serious, and the line of defence taken up 
by the prisoner and counsel only aggravated 
them. The charge of sedition was one of 
bringing the Government. and its institutions 
into contempt, and creating disaffection be- 
tween the people at large and the Govern- 
ment, or driving a wedge between members of 
the Government institutions, Having regard 
to the evidence, it showed that there was an 
attempt to segregate and separate one body 
of the police from another, and there was an 
endeavour to throw mud at one branch and 
whitewash’ another, - 

A lot had been mate of the fact that the 
prosecution did not get a certificate of the 
Minister for Justice to charge Commandant 
Cronin with possession of the ammunition ; 
but. counsel for the defence and the 
prisoner knew that such a charge could not 
be sustained, as the ammunition was found 
in an office in which the prisoNer was -em- 
ployed. 

Counsel went on to say that had Com. 
mandant Cronin said when the ammunition 
was found: “I take responsibility for every- 
thing, but the ammunition was not there 
half-an-hour ago,” and stopped there, he 
would have committed no offence; but he 
went on to say that the ammunition was 
planked by a police officer or one of his 
agents. 


THE “ PLANKING,.” 


Counsel proceeded that the sentences used 
by Mr. Cronin were calm and deliberate, ‘re- 
peated on different occasions in the presence 
of parties in that room, and, although Mr. 
Cronin said the previous day that he gave no 
further publicity to them, it seemed extra- 
ordinary that in the publication issued by 
Mr. Cronin’s own party—United Jreland— 
this charge in gross vile terms appeared 
in three separate pages of the paper. Was 
that heat, on the spur of the moment? Were 
they ill-considered, rash, hasty words which 
a man was sorry for afterwards and did not 
want to repeat, or were they what he (counsel) 
suggested—cool, calm deliberate words, and a 
slander against one of the greatest institu- 
tions of the State and of every State? If 
Mr. Cronin had a genuine grievance, and 


had conveyed it to the proper quarters, as to. 


the origin of the ammunition, counsel felt 
that he would have got satisfaction; but he 


| certainly should mot have uttered these 


seditious words against the Government in- 
stitution. It could be regarded in three 
differenteways—as an attack on a Govern- 
ment institution, an attack on certain 
mdiyidual members of it, and an attack upon 
a certain branch of the police force. Instead 
of Mr. Cronin being guilty of this serious 
offence, the defence was that there was a 
vast conspiracy in one of the most important 
institutions of the State to manufacture crime, 
Mr. Cronin, just like his party organ, was 
only too anxious to place a crime on the 
members of the force, and when he got this 
opportunity he made use of it, and continued 
to make use uf it throughout the trial. ‘Was 
there a scintilla of evidence that the ammuni- 
tion was “' planked ” by the police or that the 
police had anything to do with it? 

The evidence called that day, continned Mr. 
McEnery, had-not been of ,much use to the 
defence or to the prosecution. The witnesses 
could not say who had been in the office on 
the morning of the raid. None of them was 
able to give evidence that he searched the 
left-hand corner of the press that morning. 
Mr. Cronin seemed to have been actuated by 
very dutiful motives in. that ease. He ap- 
peared to have kicked up a row with every 
Guard with whom he came into contact. He 
complained to Sergeant Hughes that. Sergeant 
Gill had assaulted him, after he had com- 
plained to Sergeant Gill that Sweetman drew 
a gun on him. There was no evidence that 
the police planted the ammunition: There 
was a difference between seditious libel and 
éráminal libel. Whether the charge were true 
or false, and the charge made against the 
prisoner was one of seditious libel, then it did 
not matter whether or not Mr, Cronin had 
evidence to go on to substantiate his words. 
Had he said that he uttered the words owing 
to annoyance they might have acquitted him, 
but when he kept on repeating the words, 
when his own party paper persisted in the 
offence in a vile and contemptuous way, and 
referred to the *‘ gangsters ” who took part 
in the raid, and when he instructed his 
counsel to stand over every word, and in 
the witness box said that he stood by them, 
then thev were asked to believe that he had 
not the intention of bringing coutemrt on the 
police force or of shaking the people’s con- 
fidence in the Gvernment. 

Even in-his defence he was bringing dis- 
credit, to one of the most important institu- 
tions in the State. He asked them to lay 
guilt at the prisoner’s door, and to hold that 
in that country, as in every other country, if 


‘charges were to. be made about, the police they 


must be made to the quarter in which they 
would receive proper consideration. 


BLUE SHIRT AS EVIDENCE. 


Commandant Cronin was not charged with 
wearing a blue shirt, but his blue shirt WAS 
used very definitely in evidence against him 
to show that he belonged to an unlawfu! 
association, whether it be called the National 
Guard or Young Ireland Association. The 
prosecution had produced a. series: of docu- 
ments to show that that association eame 
within the regulations . regarding. prescribed 
bodies. . If there was no Government pro- 
clamation of that organisation they might 
come to that Court and ask it to decide on 
those documents that he was a member of 


Mr. McEnery, concluding, said that the 


the blue shirts had value in showing that 
Commandant, Cronin belonged to an unlawful 
association. It was not the date on which 
the proclamation banning an organisation ap- 


i peared in Iris Uifiquil, when the proclamation 


became law, but the date on which the docu- 
ment itself was dated. The Order declaring 
the Young Ireland Association illegal was 
dated December 8, and the only reason for 
putting the Order in ris Óifiguil was that it 
should be officially recognised. The prosecu-

“ MARGARET PETERSON.” 


“Margaret, Peterson” (Mrs, A. O. Fisher), 
the novelist, who had been ill for the past 
three years, died on Thursday night, at her 
home, The Old School House, SBridgwick, 
Sussex, aged fifty years. 

“ Margaret Peterson ” was the wife of Mr. 
A. O. Fisher, Colonial civil servant, whom she 
married in 1915, and the daughter of Dr. 
Peter Peterson, Professor of Sanscrit, Elphin- 


4 stone College, Bombay. A prolific writer, who 


had considerable success from the first, she 
was awarded the 250 guinea prize given by 
Mr. Andrew Melrose for the best first novel 
in 1913. She spent the earlier part of her life 
in India, and came to London at the age of 
twenty-seven.. During the war she worked 
for some months in a British hospital lent to 
the Krench Army. 

Her first wah was published in. 1913, and 
thereafter she wrote various works, including 
a play, ‘‘ The ‘Summons.’ and a book o 
poems, “The Women's Message.” She had 
written nearly thirty novels, one of which, 
“ Dust of Desire,” was filmed as “ The Sons 
of Love.” ' 


SIR ARTHUR HARDINGE, 


The death of Sir Arthur Hardinge,. the 
distinguished diplomatist, who was Ambassa- 
dor to Madrid. during the war, was an- 
nounced yesterday. . 

Sir Arthur Hardinge entered the Foreign 
Office in 1880, after having been a Page of 
Honour to Queen Victoria. He acted for a 
time \as second secretary to Lord Salisbury, 
then Roreign Secretary, and served in St. 
Petersbiyg, Constantinople, and Bucharest. 
One of this most interesting missions was 
that in which he accompanied the Tsar of 
Russia on tour in India in 1890. After- 
wards he was Agent and Consul-General in 
Cairo and Zanzibar, and Consul-General in 
the British East Africa Protectorate. He 
hecame Minister at Teheran in 1900 and at 
Portugal in 1911. Two books of reminiscences 
ublished by him were: ' A Diplomatist in 

urope,’’ and ‘‘ A Diplomatist in the East.”’ 

Sir. Arthur had been a member of the 
Privy Council since 1913. He died at his 
home in East Sheen in his 75th year. 


DR. JOHN BURGESS. 


The death took place on Thursday at his 
residence, 22) Westland Row, Dublin, of Dr. 
John Burgess. He had attended his patients 
as usnal during the day, and had just re- 
turned home after completing his last rounds 
of calls when he died suddenly. 

Dr. Burgess was born in Dublin about 
seventy-four years ago, his father holding an 
important sition in Guinness’s brewery, 
during the life-time of the late Sir Benjamin 
Guinness, and his mother being a member of 
an old Dublin family, the Coughlans of Santry. 
He was educated at Belvedere College, and 
qualified in the Royal College of Surgeons of 
Ireland, of which College he became a 
Fellow. 

He was house surgeon for a time 
in the Richmond Hospital, and afterwards 
was Assistant Surgeon to that hospital, Dr. 
Burgess had travelled extensively, and he 
held many important posts, being for twenty- 
two years connected with the Royal Irish 
Constabulary, and also with D’Arcy’s 
Brewery, while. he acted as Deputy Coroner 
for the late Dr. Louis F. Byrne, City 
Coroner. In his private life he was keenly 
interested in music, and also was an accom- 
plished linguist. He leaves awidow,

During the 
last year, however, the trend of the demand 
appeared to centre around about those houses. 
the prices of which did not exceed £1,000; 
there was a lesser demand for houses between 
that figure and £2,000, and few inquiries for 
houses with prices ranging over this latter 
amount. 1 

Large residential properties were, to a very 
great extent, a drug in the. market, with .the 
exception of those places which had spacious 
grounds attached. Such properties were 
eagerly seized upon by jers for develop- 
ment purposes, and in these instances it is of 
interest to note that #héssite value of the 
grounds was of greater value than the build- 
ings the ‘ 

Vhen asked why it was that there was more 
demand for houses of the smaller variety, cost- 
ing £1,000 and under, Mr, Good said that 
most ef these houses were being purchased 
with the help of advances made under ‘the 
Small oa jaition Acts. Further, 
in his opinion, is no x4doubt 
that the demand for such houses 
will continue for some time to come, 
owing, firstly, to the fact that Dublin 
being a parliamentary city, is drawing quite 
a number of people SES payee in 
various spheres, and, secondly, the fact that 
emigration has been stopped has meant that 
young people in increasing numbers are 
settling down in this country, : 

There is one great factor which is detri- 
mental to the sale of certain class property 
within the city, namely, rateable valuations 
not being relative. The revised valuation of 
the City of Dublin was supposed to be com- 

leted in 1912, and, in accordance with the 

ateable Acts, a revision of the entire city 
was long overdue. This valuation is based 
on the rent which a solvent tenant might be 
reasonably expected to pay one year with 
another. There is. of course, A revision each 
ear, but only on properties returned by the 
ity Manager, or the town clerks of the 
boroughs. The result is that some properties 
have diminished considerably in price, while 
others have increased owing to the valuations 
not being of a relative natare. 

What one finds in practical experience is 
that houses with a ratable valuation of from 
£80 to £90 are sold for £1,000-£1,200 and 
subject to a head-rent of £10-£12, whereas, 
another class of house which wo sell for 
somewhat the same price and subject to a 
similar head-rent might only have a valuation 
of £22-£25. This latter would be a much 
smaller house, of course, but more egonomic 
and popular—hence, another reason for the 
demand for small houses.

FOOTBALL LEAGUES IN 
ARREARS.

R re. speaking, only twelve Sundays 


remain available for the heavy pro- 
gramme awaiting completion before the 
Easter Cougress of the G.A.A. Thirty-two 
county conventions must be held, by rule, 
before January Slst; provincial annuals 
follow.

Mr. McGuckin said that, of course, he could 
only describe it as not being proper. 

Mr. Cussen then read an extract from a 
circular dated from 83 Middle Abbey street. 
It ran: “ Dear Sir (or Madam),—May we 
respectfully solicit the favour of your in- 
quiries if at any time you find yourself tem- 
porarily short of cash? As the leading firm 
of private financiers in Dublin we are pre- 
Ea to advance any sum from £10 to 

10,000 immediately at half the rate of in- 
terest charged by the majority of professional 
lenders without any security whatever beyond 
your written promise to pay. Being the 
actual lenders (not agents) we are in a posi- 
tion to guarantee absolute secrecy. (Signed), 
W. B. Tully.” 

Addressing Mr. Boland, Mr. Cussen asked 
him if it was true that his firm advanced 
money at half the usual rate of interest, and 
without any security. 

Mr. Boland said that he could not say. The 
rate of interest depended on the client. 
Some were charged less, and some more, than 
others, according to the risk. 


WITNESS SWORN AGAIN, 


Mr. Cussen directed that Mr. Boland be 
sworn a second time, and when this had been 
done, the Justice repeated his question, and, 
having got the same answer, asked how he 
could gran‘ a certificate of good character to 
a firm that issued a-lying circular like the 
one he had received. 

Mr. McGuckin suggested that the issue of 
those circulars by moneylenders at this time 
of the year was customary. 

Mr. Boland agreed, and said that thousands 
of them were sent out. 

Mr. Cussen—Thousands of untrue circulars ' 
If that cannot be qualified in some way I 
cannot issue the certificate. 

Mr. McGuckin (to witness)—So far as you 
or Mr. Tully are concerned, did you give any 
directions that one of those circulars was to 
be forwarded to his worship ’—No. 

Were you aware until you got into the box 
that his worship had been circularised ?-— No. 

Mr. Cussen said that the statements in the 
circular were clearly untrue, and that it was 
not true to say that every moneylending firm 
sent out lying circulars, Hé took a very 
serious view of the matter, and did not con- 
sider anyone fit to carry on the business of 
moneylending who sent out such a document. 
He did not believe the statements in it; those 
in Court would not believe them, but some. of 
the unfortunate people, on whom others might 
batten, might perhaps believe them. It was 
clearly and absurdly untrue that money would 
be lent at half the rate of interest charged by 
other firms. If that were so. a man could 
borrow from the National Finance Co., Ltd., 
and, with the money so:secured, start in the 
moneylending business himself. 

Mr. McGuckin said that he did not think 
the circular should be parsed too strictly. 

Mr. Cussen said that it should, and he 
stigmatised it as a disgrace and a lying 
circular. It was particularly disgraceful as 
being issued by a firm which, by the bare 
margin of one share, cal] itself Irish 
National. The case would be adjourned until 
next day, and, if he then felt at liberty to 
grant a certificate, he would require an uncer. 
taking in writing that no such circulars would 
be sent out in future. 


63 APPLICATIONS. 


Out of some 91 registered moneylenders in 
the city, there were 65 applications for cer- 
tificates before the Court, but that number 
included 21 pawnbrokers, who desired cer- 
tificates to meet cases in which thelr ad- 
vances might exceed £10. Almost all the 
moneylenders were Jewish, and all swore that 
they were Irish nationals, having been re- 
sident in the country for many years, and 
some having been born here. All gave evi- 
dence as to their financial stability, writing 
down on slips of paper the amount standing 
to their credit in the banks and giving par- 
ticulars of the house property they owned.

NATIVE NON-PEDIGREE COWS. 

“Too often, however, we meet a farmer 
who refuses to join a Cow-Testing Association 
because ‘his cows are not good enough!’ He 
fails ‘to realise that mating those cows, ex- 
cept they are of a very inferior type, with 
the well-shaped, well-bred dairy bulls to be 
found now in practically every Cow-Testing 
Association may result in his case, as in many 
others, in the production of shapely, useful 
offspring. Sometimes the reason advanced 
for not availing of the benefits or Cow-Testing 
Associations arises from the wrong ‘dea that 
the dairy shorthom is an entirely new breed 
which is unsuitable for many parts of this 
country, That idea probably originated 
through the introduction many years ago of 
some objectionable shorthorn beet bulls from 
Scotland! to Ireland. The idea is an entirely 
wrong one. The primary aim of the cow- 
testing scheme is to fully develop our native 
non-pedigree cows of shorthorn type—in other 
words, to improve the shape and the milking 
capacity of those cows in our possession, 
which comprise 95 per cent. of all the dairy 
cows in the country. In this connection re- 
markable progress has been made in every 
dairying county in the Free State. In Count 
Cork there are now twenty-seven cows yield. 
ing over 1,200 gallons of milk annually, while 
fifteen years ago the number was nil. The 
following certified figures, which show the 
umprovement in five herds in a Midland 
county «esulting from carefully carrying out 
the cow-testing scheme, are very significant :

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_we can record a very substantial 
increase in the number of high yielding 
cows, it is to be regretted that the number 
of poor yielding cows is not lessening. This 
fact is due to many factors. In the first 
place a sufficient number of dairy farmers are 
not i fae proper means of raising 
the milk yield of their cows, and conse. 
quently the feeding and eral management 
of these cows is Fan á sa both unsuitable 
and inadequate, and, again, we know from 
costly experience that a number of our dairy 
bulls are not breeding satisfactorily. 


NEED FOR GOOD DAIRY BULLS. 

‘It is now quite evident that we must be 
more careful in the selection of bulls for our 
dairy herds High milk records on both sides 
of the bull’s ancestry and back for at least 
two generations on the dam's side are neces- 
sary im order to increase the yields of good 
cows (it is not so difficult to increase the 
yields of poor cows). If at all possible, the 
milk records of the bull (sire and dam) should 
be 200 gallons higher than the average yield 
of the herd where the bull is to be used. 

“Perhaps, the most far-reaching result of 
the ecow-testing scheme is the ever-increasing 
nutber of dairy shorthorn bulls of premium 
standard which are exhibited eech year at 
various shows and sales. These animals are 
true to type; they are right in colour and 
conformation; they are bred on ‘ milk’ lines, 
and their services are extensively availed of 
throughout the year, often by farmers who 
are not members of a Cow Testing Association. 
It is noteworthy, too, that those bulls which 
are just on the ‘border’ line for a premium 
are eagerly sought after at our sales by non- 
cow-testing farmers. Both classes of bulls are 
a national asset. and their production by 
members of Cow-Testing Associations fully 
justifies the State for the moneys expended 
on the various schemes for the improvement 
of our dairy cattle.”
